Oklahoma Natural Gas Company,Af- 
ter Drilling 1.300 feet, Abandons 
Well North of Town-—Will Select 
Another Place and Try it Again. 


Having concluded it is vain to try 
tc bore deeper iii th* well north of 
town, the Oklahoma Natural Gas cont 
pany has abandoned operations there, 
and C A. Greenlees, agent of the com­ 
pany 
a r r i v e d iii town today to select 
another location, he says, for drilling 
a second well. 
The first well, it is claimed, was drill 
ed to the depth of 1,330 feet. Continu­ 
ing to strike water aud quicksand, 
casing all the way down was impera­ 
tive. 
Since each new section of cas­ 
ing must be of smaller diameter than 
the one above, the hole has now be­ 
come so small that the drill can be no 
longer operated therein. 
I his is un­ 
usual; selmdom. drillers say. is casing 
demanded below a depth of 500 feet. 
As it stands the hole is worthless 
unless the city should use it for a 
water supply. 
Mr. Greenlees says the 
water is soft. pure, and inexhaustible 
In quantity. 
The companv had hoped to beable 
tc bore the well to a depth of at least 
2.000 feet iii search of oil and gas. One 
of the drillers is quoted as saying that 
before drilling was suspended they 
passed through a 12-foot startum of 
oil sand, but found only a weak flow 
of gas. perhaps sufficient to burn, but 
in no appreciable quantity.

E dinburg— Andrew Carnegie, in atli 
address at the Philosophical In stitu ­ 
tion appeared as the champion of the 
negro in the United States.
